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Problems of Aberdeen-Angus Breeding 


The remarkable _ pre- 
potency of the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed in the trans- 
mission of its hornlessness 
and color produces certain 
problems in inheritance that 
do not fall to the lot of the 
Shorthorn and Hereford. 
When the founders of the Aberdeen-Angus selected as trademarks 
of their breed two characters that are so prepotent in transmission, 
they little realized some of the problems they were laying in store 
for their successors. The fame of these two traits made the Doddie 
known in both hemispheres, both north and south of the equator, 
and in each country to which they have gone, the question of scurs 
and of off-colors, either red or white, has proved troublesome to 
the occasional breeder. The real cause of the trouble lies in the fact 
that prepotent nature of polledness and black causes other traits 
to be masked or hidden and animals that appear to be good Aber- 
deen-Angus types may transmit off-characters. Of course these 
characters show up only occasionally but they are a source of worry 
for some breeders. 

Hornlessness may exist in two conditions. 
be truly polled or it may have scurs. The 
normal horn of cattle is composed of two 
layers, a bony horn core, which is the foun- “

are mated together approx- 
imately one quarter of their 
calves show horns in some 
form or other. 

There are therefore, 
two kinds of polled bulls: 
those that are pure for 
polled; that is, that have in- 
herited it from both sire and dam; and those that are impure, that 
have inherited polledness from only one parent. As far as is 
known, two such bulls may look alike externally, although their 
hereditary contribution is absolutely different. Polled Shorthorn 
breeders are inclined to think that a bull cross-bred for polledness 
is more likely to have scurs but there is no scientific evidence on 
this question yet. The relative effect of using a bull of the first 
class, which is pure for polledness to cross on horned cows and those 
that are polled but unknown as to purity or impurity, is shown in 
the following table. In the first case, it is assumed that purebred 
bulls are bought each generation; in the second case, that after 
the first generation bulls are selected in each generation from the 


dation of the horn and a covering of true 
horn. This outer horn covering does not 
develop from the bone but from the skin, 
and is secreted by glands in the skin similar 
to those that secrete the hoofs or that se- 
crete the finger and toe nails in the human 
being. The scur differs from the true horn 
in that it lacks the hollow bony core and is 
therefore attached loosely to the skin. A 
very good test for distinguishing the differ- 
ence between a true horn and a scur is to 
learn if it is slightly movable on the head. 
While the horn is usually smaller, it is not 
always so and size is not a good criterion for 
distinguishing horns and scurs. At the 
University of Wisconsin, a cross-bred bull 
of Aberdeen-Angus-Jersey breeding has 
scurs eight or ten inches long and casual 
observers would easily mistake them for 
horns, but they lack the essential bony horn 
core and are readily movable on the head. 
Very little is known as to the inherit- 
ance of scurs but in general, animals with 
scurs tend to transmit them in some degree. 
There is apparently no relation between the 
size of the scur and the number of times it 
appears in the progeny, in spite of the fact 
that in judging we would object more to a 
large scur than a small one. In fact, bulls 
with heavy scurs may sire actually elean- 
headed calves. The cross-bred bull previously referred to has sired 
the expected proportion of clean polled calves, doing just as well as 
bulls cross-bred for polled that have smooth heads. 
_ The inheritance of the polled trait when mated to the horned 
1s more clearly understood. If an Aberdeen-Angus bull is crossed 
on horned cows, all of the immediate offspring are polled. The 
calves are not pure polled however, but really mask the horned 
character which they have inherited from their dams. If they

Nothing could more perfectly demon- 


strate the desirability of using only pure- 
bred bulls. It will be seen that no horned 
calves are expected when pure polled bulls 
are used; whereas, when bulls selected in 
a grade herd but unknown as to purity are 
used, a certain proportion of horned calves 
appear each generation. Furthermore the 
rate at which purity for polledness is at- 
tained is nowhere nearly so rapid. 

In order to be pure for polledness the 
breeder must be absolutely certain that his 
; bull has inherited it from sire and dam both. 
At present there is no testing for such bulls and the nearest safe- 
guard one has is to get a registered bull. : 

The foregoing illustrates the desirability of using only regis- 
tered bulls, from the standpoint of the polled trait. The same rea- 
sons apply in the case of the black color but the problem is a little 
more complex. If black bulls are crossed on brown, red,: fawn, or 
yellow cows, the black color appears unimpaired in the offspring. 
The black appears to the exclusion of red if the Aberdeen-Angus is 
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crossed on the Shorthorn or Hereford, although the white markings, 
such as in Shorthorn roan or in Hereford patterns, may show 
through the black. This is an entirely different character from the 
red, however and the transmission of white markings will be dis- 
cussed later. 

If Doddies are crossed to brindles some of the calves may 
show the brindle markings, but if they are thrown out of the breed- 
ing herd there will be no trouble in the reappearance of the char- 
acter. The yellow fawn of Jerseys and the orange of Guernseys 
are both masked by Aberdeen-Angus black, as is the bulk of the 
white in Holstein-Friesians and Ayrshires. 

The original stock from which the breed is descended had sev- 
eral off-colors—red, brindles, browns and grays. The brindles and 
grays were discarded and gave no further trouble while the browns 
were improved by selection and crossing until they were pretty. good 
blacks. The red on the other hand gave trouble, since it was easily 
masked by the black and hence, at the present time it is the only 
one of the original colors that gives any trouble in cropping out. 

The reason is fairly obvious. If a black hair which has been 
subjected to the weather is examined under a microscope it will be 
found that black is not the only pigment present but that there is a 
red stain as well. This is true of black in Aberdeen-Angus, Gallo- 
ways, Holstein-Friesians, Percherons, Berkshires, Hampshires, Pol- 
and-Chinas and some breeds of black dogs. The Aberdeen-Angus 
breeder will recognize the truth of this statement, for when the sun 
fades the hair it does not become colorless through the loss of the 
black pigment, but instead becomes rusty, as the red pigment comes 
into view no longer obscured by. the black. If the breeder will pull 
one of these rusty black hairs from one of his cattle, he will find 
that near the root of the hair where the sun has not touched it, the 
hair will be black, while oward the outer end the red will appear. 
Since the red is naturally carried underneath, even in blacks pure 
for the color, it is not surprising that is frequently crops out.

White markings offer an entirely different problem. A half 
century ago numerous animals showed quite a pronounced white 
marking, but due to the desire of Americans for “black and all 
black” a decided selection set in against it. Some Aberdeen-An 
breeders preferred white on the udder as they thought it to be came 
lated with better milking capacity, while other breeders thought 
that white was always associated with better quality. Hence the 
selection was not quite as stringent as against red and more white 
appears than our breeders sometimes wish. The only trick in ge- 
lecting against white is that black animals sometimes carry heredi- 
tary factors that wil! affect the size and shape of the white marking 
even though no white shows on the animal itself. This makes the 
selection a little difficult, still refusal to breed from animals marked 
with white ahead of the navel or anywhere else in opposition to the 
breed standard will ultimately recuce the white question until it 
is no more a problem. 

It is because of this ability to hide red or undesirable white 
markings under a rich black coat, or horns under a clean poll, that 
the family and the pedigree play such an important part in Aber- 
deen-Angus breeding. The inheritance of every animal is made up 
of two parts, just as his pedigree is, from the sire and from the 
dam and it is of utmost 
importance that the 
breeder regard them 


that horns and polls do, 
hence it can be prevent- 
ed by rigorous selection 
if the breeder feels 
that its prevention is 
more important than 
the obtaining of other 
good qualities for which 
he is working. 

It is possible to tell 
from the number of red 
calves that appear in a 
herd, how closely the 
families represented in 
that herd have been se- 
lected against the out- 
cropping of red. This 
is based on the fact that 
red must be transmitted by both parents in order to insure its 
appearance in the offspring and then will occur in only one quarter 
of the calves of such parents. In the following table the degree of 
selection, as measured by number of generations in which it has 
been practiced, is shown in comparison with the percentage of red 
calves appearing. For example, if 4 per cent. of red calves appear, 
it corresponds to five generations of selection against red, after a 
red animal had been used for breeding. It really is a fairly simple 
matter to get rid of red, if one wishes, by discarding both parents 
of a red calf and all their descendants, but usually the financial 
sacrifice is greater than a breeder cares to bear.

After 32 generations of selection about one calf out of every 
thousand would come red, while the ,remainder would be_ black, 
mostly pure. At present there are some herds in which this high 
standard has been reached, but in other herds one calf out of fifty 
appears red. In such herds little progress in color selection has 
been made since the red color appeared in only one out of ten

equally, since if he re- 
gards the sire as too 
important, bad _ traits 
are likely to creep in 
through the dam. And 
the breeder must: be 
sure that his founda- 
tion is right, or any of 
the primitive _ traits 
may crop out before he 
knows it. The well in- 
formed breeder knows 
that the tendency to 
throw off-colors and 
scurs is more charac- 
teristic of some fam- 
ilies than others, hence 
; _ he is quite right in fav- 
oring some families more than others. Since up to the present 
the knowledge of heredity has been rather intangible, he has been 
perfectly right in expressing this knowledge in a willingness to 
pay more for those he desires than those he is doubtful of and he 
could never make direct charges of deficient hereditary qualities 
for a strain in general, because usually only a portion possessed 
the undesired traits. Hence, it was not only logical but more 
diplomatic to express these generalities harmful to a strain as 
fashionable or unfashionable. More than in any other breed the 
Aberdeen-Angus needs to follow the family system of breeding in 
order to insure uniformity in breeding types. At present it is the 
only practical system of ridding the breed of the latencies it now 
possesses. oe

rketed his latest lot of cattle (42 head averaging 782 
mm ot Chicago cn April 22 and they sold at $14.59, the top of 
the market and 10 cents highe: than any other cattle sold that day. 
The cattle had plenty of quality, were well finished and proved at- 
tractive to the buyers. They had the right weight which helped 
them bring the price, as buyers were seeking choice yearling steers 
* a ge were about a year old when marketed and all were 
raised on Mr. Correll’s farm where he maintains a herd of cows for 
the production of market stock. The calves were started on feed 
about November 1, at which time they averaged around 400 pounds. 
At the start they were fed once a day in bunks. The racks were 
filled with clover hay once a day and four bunks were filled with 
shucked-off fodder once a day. They were started on a smal 
ration of corn-and-cob meal and cats along with all the clover hay 
they would eat. The corn-and-cob meal was continued until Feb- 
iu_ry 1 and then straight corn meal was given. When on full feed, 
the cattle had clover hay and fodder with the corn shucked off as 
roughage. Up to February 1, the 42 head of cattle were receiving 
about three bushels of oats per day but this was gradually cut down 
as the supply ran low. , : 

About 100 pounds of oil meal per day was fed the entire lot, 
allowing each steer a 
little over two pounds 
per day. The cattle 
were fed in a concrete 
barn that measures 
48x60 feet and is open 
on the south side. They 
also had the run of a 
lot that was about 100 
feet square. The yard 
had a_ southern slope 
which drained it well. 
The barn was kept well 
bedded, fresh straw and 
corn stalks being put in 
ever other day after 
the cattle had eaten off 
the fodder. The barn 
has six corn bunks and 
four fodder bunks, four 
of the corn bunks have : 
swinging racks over them for clovcr hay and can be raised as the 
manure piles up. ; 

“We bed the shed good to start with,” said Mr. Correll, “using 
shock corn and allow the hogs to cat the corn off and tear up the 
fodder. This is done several times before we put cattle up to feed. 
This gives a good foundation to start with and we then bed with 
straw every other day or so and more often if necessary to keep 
things clean. We also keep plenty of slacked lime to scatter over 
bedding once in a while to keep things sweet and clean. 

Water is piped into the barn from a supply tank to cattle tank 
and hog waterers which are placed on a concrete platform made 
high enough so cattle have to step up with front feet to drink. This 
insures a clean tank as platform is not wide enough to allow cattle 
to stand up and drop in tank. There is an automatic shut-off on 
the pipe line that supplies the water, this preventing an over-flow 
that would make the bedding wet and nasty. ; : 

Three hundred hogs fellowed the cattle during the feeding 
period, but they made practically no gains from the droppings of 
the cattle. When ground corn-and-cob meal and corn meal straight 
is fed, very little is left for the hogs. When so many hogs are in 
the lot. what the hogs receive after the cattle acts as a conditioner 
more than anything else. The hogs run to big self-feeders of 
shelled corn and tankage and are fed on a covered concrete floor 
that measures 16x64 feet. It is a short ways from the cattle barn 
but fenced off from the cattle. Mr. Correll stated he would like to 
have had more oats. so he is sowing barlev which will be ground 
and fed to the hogs this year. 

Mr. Correll is a regular feeder of cattle for the market. He

produces his own _ stock. 
This gives him a chance to 
get them started on feed 
early, having them in a 
prime finished condition at 
the yearling stage. It al- 
lows him to have them on 
the market during the 
spring each year when the demand favors the light weight cattle 
and makes the high prices possible. 

He always uses a pure bred Aberdeen-Angus bull on grade cows 
beczuse this gives him a class of cattle that have the quality. They 
hve the foundation at the start which is essential to a ~ood finish. 
The pure bred blood in their veins is the foundation that is needed 
and when ~roperly fed, mature into a grade of steers that prove 
attractive to the buyers. 

This lot of cattle had been on feed only 178 days, yet they were 
prime ase to sell at the highest price of the day on which they 
were sold.

Editor Aberdeen-Angus Journal: 

I am glad to note Mr. Donohce loaned you his picture of Black 
Woodlawn, so that through the Aberdeen-Angus Journal, his like- 
ness may be viewed by all lovers of the Doddie. 

While fitting sale cattle for the Donohoe’s, I had an opportun- 
ity of measuring his worth as a producer of the most wonderful 
fleshing cattle it has ever been my privilege to feed. And since that 
time, I have had more than ten years experience in handling his im- 
mediate descendants, and measuring their ability as producers. And 
as the years go by my admiration grows the more. 

At the last Chicago International there were only four of his 
immediate descendants 
on exhibition. These 
four animals won two 
firsts and two seconds, 
senior and grand cham- 
pion bull of the show. 

I shall not attempt 
to give you my own 
opinion of this great 
bull, for my opinion 
might be influenced b 
self-interest, hence, y 
shall let his official rec- 
ord speak for itself. 
His best record was 
made at the 1910 Inter- 
national, where he was 
the sire of the grand 
champion steer, the sen- 
ior, junior and grand 
; ; champion bulls; and the 
sire cf the first prize get of sire class. And he was either sire or 
grand-sire of cach animal composing the first prize aged herd, the 
first prize young herd and the second prize calf herd. 

But to get a better line on his worth as a producer of high class 
cattle, we would make a comparison of the winnings of his immed- 
iate descendants against all comers, for the twelve International 
shows held at Chicago since 1906. 

In the bull classes we find they have won as follows: Twenty- 
three firsts, eighteen seccnds, sixteen thirds, ten fourths, eight 
fifths and two sixths. In female classes, it stands: Ten firsts, ten 
seconds, thirteen thirds, five fourths and three fifths. Now since 
seventy-two was the total possible winning of firsts in all classes, 
the winning ef twenty-three in the bull classes gives him almost 
one-third of all first prize bulls since 1906. 

In grand champion steers, he was the sire of one and the grand- 
sire of two. 

In grand champion bulls he was cither sire or grand-sire of 
seven out of a possible twelve, and was the sire of two junior cham- 
pions. 

In female championships, he was the sire of one junior cham- 
pion and the grand-sire of cne grand champion and great-grand-sire 
of another junior champion. 

In carlot classes there is no accurate data, yet we know it to be 
a fact, his blood was no small factor in the putting over of all win- 
ning lots since 1906. 

His “get” has topped more sales and sold for more money than 
the get of any bull of our breed. His power to transmit his good 
qualities to his offspring was his most val- [continued on page 22 
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The Rise of Aberdeen- Angus in Florida 


While a few Angus brlls 
may have been shipped into 
Florida previous to 1904, yet 
that year may be safely con- 
sidered the real beginning of 
Aberdeen-Angus history in 
Florida. 

Dr. E. P. Guerrant, who 
‘had been a prominent breeder at Winchester, Kentucky, moved to 
McIntosh, Florida about 1903. He felt lost down here without I. s 
black cattle, so went back to Kentucky in 1904 and brought back 
a mixed carload of very fine Aberdeen-Angus. Dr. Guerrant dis- 
persed his herd in 1906 and moved back to Kentucky. While he did 
not remain in Florida a sufficient length of time to develop his 
herd to any extent, yet Dr. Guerrant should have all credit for in- 
troducing the breed into Florida. His cattle were purchased by 
Marion County farmers, Mr. S. T. Sistrunk of Ocala buying most 
of the offering. From this original stock, Mr. Sistrunk has devel- 
oped a large herd of good cattle from which has been secured the 
foundation stock for the herds of L. K. Edwards, E. W. Rush and 
the Anthony Farms. 

There were no more very important shipments of Aberdeen- 
Angus into Florida until the years of 1917-18. The droughts in 
Texas during these years were directly responsible for the next 
important introduction.

They possessed the idea that well bred 
cattle could get out and rustle for themselves on wire grass pastures 
for twelve months straight. No cattle of any recognized breed will 
do his, but given a little feed during the winter any of our beef 
breeds will make good in Florida. 

Aside from the Texas shipments, in 1917 and 1918, there were 
two other shipments worthy of mention in 1917. Capt. W. J. Hill-

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Joe Buck’s Fine Doddie Bulls in Montana 


It was at a meen ae 

ye bred Aberdeen-An- 
poh gee held in South 
Omaha that material for the 
greater share of this story 
was gathered. And it was 
on this day that members of

forcibly brought to their mind the real value of the Doddies in the 
livestock industry of the modern day. ; 

During the forepart of the sale the auctioneer sold female ani- 
mals at satisfactory prices to men from all points of the middle 
west. The cows and heifers that went through the ring were scions 
of some of the leading families, bidding was active and they sold 
well. A relatively large number of yearling bulls consigned by 
prominent breeders, were listed for sale during the latter part of the 
ar tetrne firat bull sold at the top of the sale. The second bull that 
came before the block brought forth some lively competition but 
finally went to an apparently unknown breeder. His name was 
asked for. He was Joe Buck of Lakeview, Mon‘. He was charged 
on the books for the toppy youngster, and the third bull was brought 
into the ring. He also was bought by Joe Buck. d 

As so on down the sale list until it was discovered that this 
Montana man had purchased a carload of yearling sires. Such an 
incident is not startling in the pure-bred business today and yet it 
‘s unusual to see one 
man, apparently un- 
known to the industry, 
buy a whole carload of 
young bulls. For this 
reason I approached 
him as he made a bid 
on the last animal in 
the sale. 

“What are you go- 
ing to do with this car- 
load of Aberdeen-An- 
gus bulls?” I asked. 

His answer came 
without hesitancy, “The 
same thing that I have 
done with Aberdeen- 
Angus bulls for the 
past fifteen years; put 
them with my herd of 
400 breeding animals in 
Montana. I mate these 
young bulls’ with 
horned and polled cows 
of all breeding and mix- 
tures of breed. Aber- 
deen-Angus blood in 
range cattle give them 
the power to withstand 
our cold winters, they 
make’ better feeders 
and the young stuff will mature and be ready for the market several 
months before the average range cattle.” 

He had completed his statement and prepared to leave the pa- 
vilion. A breeder who had sold Mr. Buck bulls in the past ap- 
proached him and after the usual greeting asked him if he could 
use 11 young sires from one herd. The veteran smiled but shook 
his head. 

“T have never had good luck with bulls when they were pur- 
chased from the same herd. They will group together on the range, 
do not mix with the female stock and for this reason I never secure 
the best results. The bulls that I bought today come from several 
herds in the middle west.” 

When he left the pavilion, he was accompanied by one of the 
prominent cattle salesmen in the Omaha Yards. I afterward looked 
up this salesman to gather more information regarding the cattle 
operations of this Montana Aberdeen-Angus enthusiast. I learned 
that he had been buying pure-bred sires in Iowa, Nebraska and 
other middle western states for years. He ships them to Montana 
where they are placed in his own herd or sold to other men who 
have discovered the efficiency of Doddie sires on the same range. 

Mr. Buck has been one of the big shippers to the Omaha market 
and his class of stuff has always been an attraction to packer and 
feeder buyers. His cattle have had the finish and feeding qualities

block or into the feed lots. 
Besides being a veteran 

of the range country, Mr. 
Buck is a student of pedi- 
grees. But above all he 
wants scale and constitu- 
tion. He wants individuals 
that will go out with female 
stock of all breeds and will mate to produce cattle that will stand 
severe Montana winters and land near the top for the day when 
they are driven into the yards of the open market. 

This is not the only inning that the Aberdeen-Angus cattle have 
scored during the past month. During March some of the choice 
loads of cattle sold on the Omaha market were Aberdeen-Angus 
bred and in these cases the shippers were more than enthusiastic in 
their praise of the Doddies as feediot possibilities. The men who 
sold during the month were men of experience. They have been 
feeding cattle for the open market for years. 

“For a number of years I have been feeding Blacks and I find 
that in the feedlot they do much better than the Whiteface,” said 
Ed. Manchester of North Loup, Neb., who had one of the choice 
loads during March. The fifteen head averaged 1,319 pounds and 
sold for $13.00, within a dime of the top for the day. The top, in- 
cidently, was a load of lightweight yearlings, the kind around which 
the demand for the day centered. The Aberdeen-Angus had been 
on a feed of corn and good Nebraska alfalfa since the first of Octo- 
ber and when sold were in excellent condition. It was because of 
their finish and condi- 
tion that they demand- 
ed within ten cents of 
the top. Their weight 
was against the call for 
the day. 

“T raised all of the 
alfalfa,” continued Mr. 
Manchester, “but I had 
to buy the corn from 
my neighbors, for my 
crop last year was 
short.” He also has a 

‘ load of stockers which 
he picked up a few head 
at a time in the vicinity 
of North Loup. He ex- 
pects to rough these 
cattle through the sum- 
mer and finish them for 
the fall market. Packer 
buyers have another 
treat in store for them 
when the next load of 
good cattle come to 
town from the Man- 
chester feedlots. 

Fad or fancy have 
never held an Aber- 
deen-Angus steer in the 

‘ feedlots of Nebraska. 

The feeders must produce results and efficient results at that, no 

matter what breed they may be. This is shown in the case of Earl 

Glover of Comstock, Neb., who sold cattle on the Omaha market 

during the latter part of the month. 

“There were three loads of cattle in the shipment,” stated Mr. 
Glover, “and the best stuff in the lot was 26 head of Aberdeen- 
ee and heifers. They averaged 912 pounds and sold for 

Along with Mr. Glover came Jim Forte, who has had charge 
of the Blacks since they were put into the feedlot the first of Octo- 
ber. He was just as strong for Aberdeen-Angus as efficient feeders 
as he was for the ration he had used to get them in shape for the 
killers. According to his remarks the ration was made up of corn, 
alfalfa and silage. 

The Glovers control 1,080 acres of land in Custer county and 
they expect to increase their farming operations during the present 
year. They also aim to raise about 200 head of hogs a year and al- 
ready have one load in shape for the market. All of the feed for the 
herd of cattle and the hogs is raised on the place. 

In Madison county, Neb., J. R. Jacobs is heralded as one of the 
State’s best feeders. He was on the market the last day of March 
and local dealers were wont to agree absolutely with the reputation 
he has gained. He marketed 29 head of choice finished Aberdeen- 
Angus steers, weighing 1899 as an average [continued on page 23

DON’T DROP ALL BUT THE “FANCY” FAMILIES: 
WE NEED ALL IN THE BUSINESS OF BREEDING! 


There seems to be too much of a tendency to buy only the top 
cream in the top sales, allowing families that are not as fashionable 
as they were a few years ago to drop too hard. In sales where one 
herd contributes a crop of cattle that seil over a scale of $5,000 to 
$200 a head, or something like that, there is too great a spread, 
Every such sale advertises the difference between the rating of 
these families too much and thus eliminates those low-selling fam- 
ilies from the top sales of the future. Everybody wants to raise 
the $5,000 kind to sell rather than the $200. So far as carefyl 
breeding and individuality is concerned there may be little differ- 
ence between them. We need to keep developing all the time, 
breeders from the lower ranks to take the $400 to $1,000 kind, 
rather than developing such a wide jump from the $200 class to the 
$2,000 class that few will hesitate to make it. Probably never be- 
fore was there such an opportunity at the better sales for young 
breeders to pick off the best bred cattle and choice individuals at 
the same time at almost their own price. Apparently there has 
not been enough new men start at these big sales to take the fam- 
ilies not so fashionable as the Blackcaps, Fourth Branch Blackbirds 
and the Enchantress and Eisa Trojan Ericas. In fact, in some of 
the bigger sales, Prides and Queen Mothers have sold cheaper than 
in several of the outside sales. A little less clannishness in the 
various sections, factions and associations would give more uiform- 
ity in value and a healthier trade with a more solid foundation.

COL. COOPER SUFFERS HEAVY LOSS; 
BUT “BIG BILL” WILL COME BACK QUICKLY! 


A wire from Col. Cooper to the editor carries the information 
that 36 head of his sale cattle and 10 calves were lost in a fire the 
night of May 18, though the great herd bull Enlate escaped. This 
is a heavy loss, but 24 of the cattle listed for the sale are left, as 
well as Enlate. Coming at this time, just as the Colonel was at the 
heighth of his career and ready to step onto the pinnacle of the 
success that awaited his first sale of Enlate blood, it is a crushing 
blow to the master of Eastside—yes, and to the mistress of East- 
side, too, for Mrs. Cooper’s heart and hand were just as much in 
the ambitious scheme to make the fame of Eastside Aberdeen-An- 
gus reach to the far corners of the world as was the popular auc- 
tioneer’s. 

But such a setback, severe as it is, cannot daunt such spirits. 
It will only arouse the boundless energy and ambition of Col. Coo- 


per to even greater achievements. Few men have advanced so far 
or so fast in the Aberdeen-Angus world as Col. Cooper and those 
who know him and have worked with him know that such a handi- 
cap as a fire that destroys half his herd merely means that “Big 
Bill” will put on that much more steam and advance faster than 
ever when he reaches the next station in his ambitions in Aberdeen- 
Angus. 

When the call of the farm first took a newsboy from the streets 
to a farm-hand job, to throw him into the sound of the call of the 
auction block where the pure-bred livestock call advanced him 
quickly into the pure-bred swine ranks and later into Aberdeen- 
Angus, a fire of Aberdeen-Angus achievement was fanned from a 
spark to a fire that cannot be quenched. “Big Bill” Cooper has been 
hit before but the harder hit he was the harder he came back. 
Prof. Black of Florida pays a tribute to-his gameness in taking a 
load of bulls to Florida and taking his medicine when he had to 
give them away. But gameness is bred into the thoroughbred and 
we'll now see Col. Cooper show his gameness just as he has always 
shown it “under fire.”

Trizgs Rent Kansas Pasture 

D. C. Triggs & Son, Tucumcari, New 
Mcx'co, lave recently closed a deal for one

“ Lg Fs Road Stock Farm started 
large operations just about a year ago when 
Mr. J. J. Lo the owner of the farm, 
bought out the Creswell herd at Oplin, Tex. 
This purchase of about 300 head is the larg- 
est shipment of Aberdeen-Angus cattle ever 
made into Florida. In addition to this herd 
Mr. Logan has purchased several show ani- 
mals from Sam H. Hill & Son of Texas, in- 
cluding the grand champion bull Defender 
of Tierra Alta. Illustration shows this 
great bull as he appeared out on pasture 
last summer. Mr. Logan has been very suc- 
cessful in redistributing Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle throughout all Florida.

many experts to be the equal of any blue 
grass pasture in Kentucky. He pastures 
over 200 héad of cattle on a less number of 
acres from April to December. How is that? 

The other men mentioned as breeders 
are going ahead in a small way but quite 
often it is the small men that we have to 
look out for. 

The Aberdeen-Angus breed has in- 
creased in popularity very rapidly the last 
year and a half. They are showing up re- 
markably well on the range as well as in 
the feed lot and on the smaller farms. 

A good bunch of men are back of the 
breed. They are the pioneers in its develop- 
ment, which requires a lot of courage under 
the “ticky” conditions now prevalent. These 
men got together in Tampa on March 18th 
and formed an organization known as the 
Florida State Aberdeen-Angus Association 
with the right kind of a constitution and by- 
laws. The officers are L. K. Edwards, Ir- 
vine, President; J. J. Logan, Jacksonville, 
Vice-President; J. B. Simonton, Micanopy, 
Secretary-Treasurer. Pat Johnson of Kiss- 
immee and Burdett Loomis of Pierce, with 
the above officers, make up the executive 
committee. 

With these men at the head of the as- 
sociation, there is little doubt that the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breed will ever decline in pop- 
ularity in this state.

Tops Chicago With Three Loads. 


“They were a fine drove of steers,” said 
Wilson & Co.’s buyer when telling of the 
three loads of 1420-pound Aberdeen-Angus 
steers which he purchased at $14.00, top of 
the market on the day sold, May 3. These 
cattle were fed and sold by John Fransen of 
Battle Creek, Iowa, and were the last of his 
winter’s feeding. He purchased them as 
feeders at Sioux City seven months previous. 

Upon arrival at the farm they were put 


into the feedlot and given a fed of snapped. 


corn and hay. After having this feed for 
about a month, they were put on full feed, 
getting a ration of ground corn, oil meal and 
alfalfa hay. 

Each steer received about two pounds of 
oil meal per day. They were given all the 
alfalfa they would eat. He stated they ate 
plenty of it and did well upon it. The steers 
were fed twice a day and the feeder saw 
that the feed was cleaned up at each meal. 
They made good gains, the net gain for the 
period being 425 pounds per steer. He has 
found the ground corn and cob meal very 
good for finishing steers and learned that 
it does not pay to grind too much in ad- 
vance, allowing it to get stale, because the 


cattle will not eat as much as they should. - 


He grinds just enough for a day at a time 
and found that the cattle did not tire of it 
toward the end of the feeding veriod. 

“The Angus cattle make very good feed- 
ers,” said Mr. Fransen. “When I purchased 
them they showed they had plenty of qual- 
ity. They took to the feed in good shape 
and made good gains from the start. Their 
weights at selling time were highly satis- 
factory and I am well pleased with the 
black cattle for feedlot purposes.” 

“As well as having the quality at the start 
they had the growth which made it possible 
for them to put on the fat. When sold they 
showed their quality. This I know was at- 
tractive to the buyers and made it possible 
for me to secure the highest price of the 
day.” 

This was the largest lot of cattle to sell 
at a top price in more than a week, up to the 
time sold. Mr. Fransen is a regular feeder 
and handles several loads a year, generally 
clearing out his feedlot late in April or early 
in May.—T. M. Carroll.

uable asset. I don’t think there was ever one 
of his prize winning descendants but that 
made good as a breeder; and the good that 
they have done in added improvement to our 
breed is beyond estimate. There is scarcely 
a herd of any note on the American continent 
but that owes much of its excellence to the 
improving quality of his blood. 

The way they have gone into different 
hands and into different herds; the success, 
fortune and fame they have brought to all 
who have put their trust in them, is anothe 
chapter that would read like a book of ro- 
mance. 

Just forty yeais ago, Young Viscount was 
born. He in turn sired Rugby; he, Young 
Hero; and then in an unbroken line of 
descent comes, Moon Eclipser, Bell’s Eclips- 
er, Black Woodlawn, Oakville Quiet Lad and 
Idolmere; each a champion and champion 
geiter. And if the flames had not claimed 
our Idolmere, I fecl sure he would have prov- 
en faithful to his trust by siring another 
grand champion. 

We remember a few years back, when 
some man down in kansas wrote several 
articles, using the champion Shorthorn cows 
to illustrate that there was no certainty in a 
champion producing a champion. Now this 
may hold good as regards Shorthorn cattle. 
If so, my brother, come over to our camp, 
where the “blood of a champion produces a 
champion.”—Jno. B. Burch. 


Editor Aberdeen-Angus Journal: 

In my write-up on Black Woodlawn, | 
stated that for the 1919 International there 
were only fcur of his immediate descendants 
on exhibition. This is a slight error, as | 
find on making a “look-up” there were 
nine head that won five firsts and four 
seconds; namely: Idolmere, first; Black 
Benz, second; Ames Plantation Egerton, 
second; Blue Blood 2d of Quiet Dale, first; 
Muskogee May, second; Edella of Page, first 
and junior champion; Blackcap Bessie of 
Page, second; Blackbird Lass of French 
3road, first; and the California Steer, first 
and champion. 

I didn’t have the placings at hand when 
making my write-up and so was writing 
from memory, hence the mistake. 

Congdon & Battles had about fiftecn of 
their direct descendants fitted, and I had 
three here at Rosemere, but car shortage 
and other troubles prevented us reaching 
Chicago. !f we had got there with this 
bunch, I think the showing would have al- 
most equalled his 1910 record. 

The first prize Huggins heifer was cut of 
a daughter of Golden Gleam, bred here ai 
Rosemere. The first and second prize senitoi 
yearling heifers shown by Hartley Stock 
Farm were sired by a bull out of a daughtci 
of Gclden Gleam. 

Bluc Blood 2d of Quiet Dale is cut of a 
caughter of Black Woodlawn. Black Benz 
is out of a daughter of Erwin C. 

So if you care to make use of this article, 
yeu had best make the correction to read 
nine, instead of four, and five first and fcut 
seconds instead of two for cach, and in the 
championships he has senior and grand 
champion bull and junior champion female.

Mumford, at Annual Meeting, 1920, 
Missouri Livestock Producers’ 
Association. 

The most important market ror American 
ivestock products is American. The export 
a:aand will be considerable just as soon 
as the neecssary finarcial adjustments 
can '«. made, but in the long run the Ameri- 
can people furnish the best market for live- 
stock products. Americans are the largest 
consumers of meat in the world. They are 
financially able to bv meat in accordance 
with their vital needs. It is therefore in my 
opinion, important from every point of view, 
that we develop this great market, at the 
same time without neglecting to take ad- 
vanta_,. of such foreign demand as may ex- 
ist. It is my opinion that all the producing 
interests including all the Livestock Associ- 
ations, Departments of Agriculture, Depart- 
ments of Animal Husbandry in Colleges, 
United States Departments of Agriculture, 
Pure Bred Livestock Associations and the 
distributing agencies should begin a nation- 
wide campaign which has for its purpose the 
education of people as to the value of meat 
in a diet and all the advantages which come 
from a generous supply of meat in the die- 
tary.
